THE DIVISION, 


Scenes and Speeches During the Debate on 
Gladstone’s Resolution. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 27.—At 1:35 this morning 
the division on Gladstone’s motion resulted in 
a Governmenta! majority of 78. The vote was 
larger than even the most sanguine forecasts 
of the Ministry had anticipated. In this man- 
ner the era of strong government which Ire- 
land, according to Lord Salisbury, only needs 
for a period of twenty years to make her 
healthy, wealthy and wise, has begun with the 
Premier’s favorite nephew at the helm. Never 
since the debates on the coercion bill has the 
House presented such a scene as those who 
were so fortunate as to be present 
last evening witnessed. In the stalle 
were seated all the ambassadors of the great 
powers credited to the court of St. James. 
The Speaker s gallery and the strangers’ gal- 
lery were filled to overflowing. Through the 
gratings could be seen the faces of many 


prominent society ladies, the Zenobias of the 


present day, who had come to see how their 
proteges acquitted themselves during the 
memorable debate. After question hour was 
over Sir George Trevelyan resumed the de- 
bate. In a masterly manner he pictured to the 
House the inevitable fruits of the policy which 
with such light hearts the Ministry were en- 
tering upon. From one who had been burnt 
it was expected that the Government 
would take an opinion as to the 
fire. Such, however, was far from 
being the case. Chief Secretary Bal- 
four desisted only for a moment, frum parting 
the tails of his coat and placidly brushing his 
curly locks, and then as though fearful of per- 
haps really learning something about the 
country whose government is now in bis 
hands, he lounged leisurely out into the 
library. Then the Attorney-General! for Ire- 
land followed with some more clippings from 
Irish newspapers, which had no possible con- 
nection with the National League. It was 
noticeable that the organ of the League, United 
Ireland, was never once cited, though in its 
columns and in ite columns alone, are pub- 
lished the authorized reports of the pro- 
claimed organization. 
HARRINGTON’S RATTLING SPEECH. 

In ashort but rattling speech Harrington, 
the Secretary of the League, disproved the 
charges seriatim. After the dinner hour the 
onorable gentleman from South Armagh 
preached the evangel of Orangeism. He said 
nothing new, nor probably even true, but he 
unwittingly prepared the ground for Red- 
mond, who made one of the most remarkable 
speeches of the many brilliant ones he has 
made at St. Stephen s. With telling effect he 
carried the war into the Orange country and 
into the lately reciaimed district of Fermanagh. 
With impassioned eloquence, and yet with the 
support of dates, he related how men had 
been turned off their holdings for supporting 
him and for voting as their consciences dic- 
tated. He reached the very climax when he 
told, amid tumultuous cheering from Opposi- 
tion benches, bow one of these Orange land- 
lords when unsuccessful in his attempt to

HAROOURT’S SPEECH. 

Sig William Hartcourt followed. Never were 
the powers of the grent forensic gladiator dis- 
played to greater advantage. He showed the 
absurdity of the argument. He charged the 
members of the Conservative party with prac- 
ticing boycotting towards the Parnellite mem-

GOSCHEN’S SPEECH.

It once was the custom for 
uns¢rapulous theatrical managers to mangle 
and emasculate an adverse criticism, and to 
print it on their placards as praise. In this 
Une of Conduct, Mr. Goschen has succeeded 
them. At the meeting in the Dublin rotunda, 
for imstance, John Dillon said that if the 
Government considered the work of the 
League in registering voters and organizing 
for intimidation, be for one was quite deter- 
mined to continue that sort of intimidation 
during all the days of his natural life. This 
Mr. Goechen orientalized, and stated that not 
only did Dillon boycott, but that he gloried in 
it.

A disorderly scene was imminent. The 
Speaker’s cries of ‘‘Order’’ were unheeded. 
The Speaker then rose and Mr. Goschen sat 
down for a moment. Dillon seemed unde- 
cided, but then witha look towards Parnell, 
who sat pale and worn bebind him, he, too, 
sat down, sacrificing his personal feelings to 
the good of the cause. Many similar misquo- 
tations were interspersed with Mr. Goschen’s 
remarks. . 

For the Opposition Mr. Healy concluded 
with great eloquence and true effect. He de- 
clared that in this dark hour he saw the 
glorious dawn. In a few days he and his 
colleagues would perhaps be living on prison 
fare, but in every town and hamlet of England 
the true story of Ireland’s wrongs would be 
poured into sympathetic ears by the greatest 
statesmen of the day. In her hour of greatest 
need the men of Ireland looked for succor to 
their brothers of England, and in his opinion 
would not look in vain.

Castie Garden may be de- 
scribed asthe universal immigrant depot of 
the United States, taking New York as the all 
but universal post of entry. It is supposed to 
give the immigrant exactly what he wants— 
help at the moment of landing and protection 
from the land sharks. Most immigrants have 
money in their pockets, and all they want 


is to be allowed to keep it until 
they reach their place of ultimate 
destination, where their friends await 
them. The Bureau at Castle Garden, 


when performing its prope? functions, stands 
between them and every agency of extortion 
and is supposed to be their guide, courier, 
dispatch agent, interpreter and universal 
friend. It is under State management and it 
used to be considered one of the brightest and 
happiest manifestations of the American 


idea.

VISCOUNT DONERAILE’§ DEATH. 

Viscount Doneraile died at Doneralle Court, 
County Cork, yesterday morning. He was 
bitten in January last by a pet fox which 
was subsequently discovered to be suffering 
from rabies. Lord Doneraile and his coach- 
man, who was bitten at the same time, were 
for some weeks under M. Pasteur’s treat- 
ment at Paris and have since been in the en- 
joyment of perfect health. On Monday even- 
ing last the Viscount complained of being un- 
well. Dr. Hobart saw him Thursday 
and found his symptoms so alarm- 
ing as to necessitate his 
night atthe court. Yesterday morning Lord 
Doneraile died of hydrophobia. The coach- 
man, whoisa much younger man than his 
master, has up to this felt no ill effects. Lord 
Doneraile was the fourth bearer of the title 
and a representative Peer of Ireland. He was 
born in 1818 and succeeded to the title in 1854. 
He was for many years a Justice of the Peace 
for County Cork and was a High Sheriff in 
2848. The late Peer has one daughter, Lady 
Castleton, but leaves no Song, and the Peer- 
age therefore becomes extinct. 

IRELAND’S WOES. 

Mr. T. Healy, M. P., writing in the Dublin 
Nation, says: ‘‘The winter will decide a great 
deal if the Irish harvest is as bad as the 
tenants fear. The payment of rent, of course, 
will become impossibie over wide districts, 
and the Government will have recalled to 
their ears later on the disregarded warnings 
of the late debate. Discredit will soon simply 
overwhelm them. A fight compared to 
which that of 1881 was colorless may shortly 
be waged in every parish, and the English peo- 
ple will have before them in all its reality the 
alternative of the rejection of Gladstone’s pro- 
posals of last year.’’

LORD HARTINGTON’S COURSE. 

Lowpon, August 27.—The Standard says it is 
well that it should be known throughout the 
land that the Government were resolved to 
proclaim the National League, though Lord 
Hartington and his party would have preferred 
a different course, and that the Government 
had notthereby lost his support or confidence, 
but had established a fresh claim to hisre- 
spect. 

THE VOTE. 

In the vote on Mr. Gladstone’s motion in 
reference to the proclamation of the National 
League in the House of Commons last even- 
ing, nine Liberal-Unionists supported Mr. 
Gladstone and seventeen other members of 
the party were absent and unpaired. Mr. 
Gladstone has gone to Hawarden. 

HARTINGTON’ 8S LETTER. 
Lord Hartington, in a letter defining his 


political position, denies that he re- 
garde home rule as practically won. 
The depression which seems to exist 


among the Liberal-Unionists, he declares, 
is caused chiefly by the impression which 
obtains in some quarters that Gladstone has 
made larger concessions than have really 
been made,and he knows of no reason why 
the Unionists should relax their efforts.

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FIGHTING RED DEVILS. 


MAJ. LESLIE'S DESPERATE ENCOUNTER 
WITH COLOROW NEAR RANGELY. 


4 Two Hours’ Battle With the Hostile Utes— 
One White Man Killed and Several 
Braves Laid Low—The Indians Make an 
Unsuccessful Attempt to Ambush the 
White Men—Fears That the Hostiles Will 
Pillage the Ranches— Excitement at Glen 
wood, | 


» DENVER, Col., August 27.—The Rocky Moun- 
tain News’ special from Rangely, Col., 10a. 
m., by courier to Glenwood Springs, via 
Meeker, gives the following particulars of the 
battle with Colorow’s band yesterday: 

The fight occurred at a place six miles west 
of Rangely in a little canyon between the 


mountains. The Indians had planned an 
ambush, but the scouts discovered 
it and retreated in time. The 


Indians then opened fire, and Maj. Leslie, who 
commanded the scouts, which were angment- 
ed by Maj. Hooper’s Aspen Volunteers, re- 
turned the fire from behind the rocks. The 
Indians showed themselves and 
FOUGHT DESPERATELY. 
Upon the first concentrated fire of the 
troops two Indians fell, and one white 
man, Dr. Dunmont of Meeker, with 
Kendall’s band, was wounded. For 
two hours. the battle raged incessantly, 
then the Utes retreated to timber, and only 
skirmish shots were fired during the day. 
This continued until 11 o’clock last 
night, but no one was injured. Jack 
Ward one of Kendall’s men, was shot down 
during the first part of the fight. The whites 
saw eight Indians dragged behind the line. 
THE INDIANS WERBD DEAD. 

There were five whites wounded. Their names 
are not known at this time. Three of them were 
members of Hooper’s company. One wasa 
scout and two are believed, although not 
known to be soldiers. Afterthe fight the In- 
dians retreated and a report comes that they 
were going to pillage the ranches. They were 
not heading for the reservation. The men of 
the National Guard, and in fact almost all 
whites, are on foot, their horses being ex- 


hausted. 
NEED FOOD. 


A courier passed here this morning bound 
for Meeker after foodand hospital supplies. 
There is immediate demand for them. The 
men have barely enough to eat. 


Excitement at Glenwood. 


GLENWOOD SPRINGS, August 27.—The arrival 
of a courier at 1l0o’clock last night with a ro- 
portof afight with the Utes,in which one 
white man was killed and several seriously 
wounded, created a profound sen- 
sation here. When the news ar- 
rived Gov. Adams, who was on his way 
to meet Gen. Crook near Meeker, for the pur- 
pose of holding a peace pow-wow with Colo- 
row, and who was to leave here at daylight, 
was making a speech at the Hotel Glenwood. 
He was speaking on a resolution 
which had just been presented him on 
behalf of the citizens endorsing his action 
in ordering out the miiitia. An officerof the 
post came into the room, Land walking 
uptothe Governor whispered something in 
hisear. The Governor’s countenance grew 
pale, and after a moment’s pause he told the 
gathering of what he had just heard, and al- 
most immediately left for Gen. West's head- 


quarters. 
A BLACK EYE TO PEACB. 


This news gives avery black eye to peace 
pow-wows, as it is believed that a fight is be- 
ing waged with unrelenting fury. Ward, 
the man who is reported killed, 
is a prominent citizen of Grand Butte. 
He was adeputy under Kendall. It is believed 
that the officers opened the ball against 
the Utes upon their arriyal on the 
scene, when they were parting with Leslie. 
The engagement being the first real baptism of 
blood since the beginning of the campaign, 
the chances are that a more serious battle ocg 
curred to-day. Further news is awaited with 
impatience.

Destructien of the Daily Herald” Printing 
Office at Montreal 

MONTREAL, August 27.—The Herald building 
was burned to the ground last night for the 
second time within five years. It was asolid 
stone, five stories in height and situated at St. 
James street and Victoria Square. 
The fire broke out in the bindery 
and spread with such rapidity that before 
the firemen arrived the whole building 
was one mass of flames. Fortunately there 
was an unlimited supply of water in this dis- 
trict or the fire would inevitably have spread 
on every side. The whole brigade was sum- 
moned and the building was literally flooded 
with water, but this had little effect on 
the masse of burning oil, printer“ 
ink and other inflammabie material, and the 
flames reached across St. James street, threat- 
ening the buildings on the other side. These 
were only saved by being continually washed 
down by four powerful streams, but the sparks 
were carried completely over the block and 
set fire to some buildings on St. Henry street. 
These were, however, taken in time. The 
heat by this time was so great that it was 
impossible to get near the burning build- 
ing, and the flames, leaping away up into the 
air, caused the greatest alarm among the up- 
town residents, who thought the whole of the 
business portion of the city was being de- 
stroyed. The building cost $8,00and wag 
owned by George W. Stephens. The Herald

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HE SAID SHE LIED. 


POLICEMAN THORNTON DEFENDS THE VE- 
RACITY OF A LADY FRIEND. 


‘How Pretty Mamie Hart Got Two Policemen 
‘Inte Trouble—A Fight Which was Savage 
Enough, but is Differently Described by 
the Combatants — Charges Preferred 
Before the Commissioners. 


Chivalry is not dead yet. It exists still, 
even inthe Police Department. There is at 
any rate one knight of the ofub who still has 
a Spark of chivalry in his make-up. This is 
Officer J. H. Thornton of the Fifth District. 
whose gallantry has led to charges 
being brought against him before the 
Honorable Board of Police Commissioners. 
Thornton is one of the pretty men of the force, 
and his fair, delicate skin and golden-red 
hair have won for him a warm 
epot in the heart of a handsome 
littie dark-eyed brunette. The little 
beauty for whom  Thornton’s heart 
beats the regulation seventy-two times to the 
minute in Miss Mamie Hart , the young daugh- 
ter of Patrick Hart, proprietor of a grocery 
and saloon at No. 526 Argyle avenue. Thorn- 
ton himself is quite young, and nothing is 
more natura! than that two such hearts should 
beat in unison. 

But to explain how this consolidated heart- 
Deating has drawn the officer into tr ouble. 
Something over a month ago Thoraton was 
arresting a man in the neighb orhood of Hart’s 
grocery, which beat he was then walk- 
ing, and Matthew Sutton, a young 
teamster for the Missouri Glass Com- 
pavy, residing at No. 725 Montrose 


avenue, objected to the manner in which the 
officer was handling the man. Thornton 
claims that Sutton also interfered with him 
and tried to get his prisoner away. At any 
rate he arrested Sutton and placed a charge of 
interferiug with an officer against him. The 
ofticer’s lady love, to whom Dame Rumor 
sayeth he is engaged to be married, 
happened to be in the vicinity at the time, 
and was subponsed as a witness to test 
against Sutton. Her testimony does not ap- 
ar to have charmed the young teamster, 
or he went around the neighborhood stat- 
ing that the yous lady bad sworn false- 
ly. The story in due time reached 
the ear of Officer Thornton and 
when he heard it all his chivairic nature was 
aroused. The gallant young knight of the 


club yearned for an apology to his — 15 love or 
the blood ot her maligner. Sunday last was 
his day off, and with Officer A. Biggers, 


who also was off duty, hestartedshortly after 
noon to hunt up the man who had spoken 
thus lightly of tne oath of dis 
affianced. Although off duty, both officers had 
on their uniforms, and they experienced some 
difficulty in finding their man, as his friends 
supposed they wanted to arrest him. About ! 
o’clock, however, they 
MET HIM IN AN ALLEY 
near Hart’s store and saloon; and here 
is where the story commences to branch 
off in different directions. Following up the 
anti-Thornton story, the officer invited the 
young teamster over into Hart’s to have a 
drink. They had no sooner entered the 
lace than Thornton called for Miss 
amie. Thefamily live up-stairs over the 
store, and the young lady happened to Walk 
through the store at the time and stopped. 
Thornton then asked if Sutton had stated that 
the young lady bad sworn falsely against him 
at his trial. he teamster admitted that he 
had said Bo, and was still of 
that opiuion. Thereupon Thornton struck 
him, and a fightensued, in which the gallant 
young knight of the club was not * as 
Well as his opponent. Sutton downed him, 
end was on top of Thornton dels 
him when Officer Biggers came 
the rescue of his companion and, 
it is alleged, kicked Sutton over the eye. The 
combatants were separated, and Sutton re- 
orted the matter to the Mounted District Sta- 
ion on Market street and Summit ave- 
nue.

THE ILLUMINATION, 


Magnificent Night Display—The Lincoln, 
Grant and Railroad Arches. 


The illumination of the streets of the city, 
always one of the features of the fall festivi- 
ties, will be more perfect, and therefore more 
admirable, this year than ever before. The 
work of placing the gas fixtures in position, 
which has been in the hands of A. Boyer, 
has proceeded with greater dispatch than 
in previous years and the arches and the line 


of pipe which run along the sides of the prin- 
cipal streets in the business section of the 
city, will all be in position long before the 
time for the illumination arrives. Mr. Boyce 
has taken advantage of favoring weather to 
get the fixturesin place. About all that re- 
mains is to put the larger arches in po- 
sition and to place the colored globes on the 
burners. The general plan of illumination 
this year js about the same as in yéars past. 
On FourtB street, beginning at the intersec- 
tion of each curb une at intervals of twelve feet 
standards com of 2-inch gas pipe have 
been erected, each nine feet high. etween 
these standards run sections of gas pipe 
in the form of segments of an arch 
with a rise of twenty inches. Each 
alternate standard is surmounted by a 
tree of 2 From the intervening 
standards sections of straight pipe run at an 
angle of twenty-five degrees to the r 
on either side, forming supports for the 
fixtures along the line of the curbing. From 
these pipes, directly over the center of the 
avement, rise trees. Each tree has nineteen 
urners. Ou each of these burners and on 
the burners which run along the entire 
—— ot the piping on the curb line will be 
1 of red, white and blue in polka dot pat - 
rn, seven inches in diameter and five inches 
in height. The illumination extends from 
Olark avenue to Washington avenue on both 
sides of Fourth street. At the intersection of 
Fourth street with Washington avenue, Lo- 
cust, Oltve and Market streets and Clark 
avenue, there will be arches thrown across 
the street. The arches at Washington and 
Olark avenues, st and Market streets 
will be twenty-eight feet in height. They will 
span the street from sidewalk to sidewalk and 
each will be fitted with 800 gas burners shaded 
with variegated globes. 
BROADWAY. 

The illumination on Broadway extends from 
Olark avenue to Franklin avenue, on both 
sides of the street. It will be in the main like 
the illumination on Fourth street, but tt will 
differ from it in this: Instead of placing the 
nineteen-burner trees over the sidewalks at

On Olive street the plan of illumination is the 
same as on Washington avenue. The line of 
light willextend from Fourth street to Four- 
teenth street. Inthe line of the illumination 
at Twelfth street will be the Grand Army 
arch, which will be partiy illuminated. 

On Franklin avenue, the illumination will 
differ from the illumination on Washington in 
that the arches will cross the street at the cen- 
ters of the blocks instead of at street intersec- 
tions. The illumination will extend from 
Fourteenth street to Sixteenth street. 

On Locust. street from Fourth street to Thir- 
teenth street, the lamp —— will be topped 
with trees of nineteen burners each shaded 
with globes different colors. 

THE CHIEF FEATURES 
of the illumination this year will be four 
arches to be erected, two on Fourth street, 
one on Broadway, and one on Washington 
avenue. The arch at Broadway and Washing- 
ton avenue, and the arch at Fourth and Olive 
streets, will be very similar in design. The 
arch to be erected at Broadway and Washing- 
ton avenue is the Lincoln arch, acutof which

is printed here. It is of huge dimen- 
sions, being forty feet in height, with 
adouble-chord supporting it. It is a double 


arch braced by cross-pieces of piping. The 
sides andallthe cross-pieces of the arch are 
set with burners, in close succession, each 
shaded by a colored globe. On — of the arch 
rests a huge 1 of colored cathe-

THE WHEELING INCIDENT. 
Bad feeling and excitement bordering 
on turbulence were developed in Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., yesterday by a banner hung 
across the street infront of the Register 
office, and bearing a portrait of the Presi- 
dent and the inscription, ‘*God bless our 
President, the Commander-in-Chief of 
our Army and Navy.” 
To the G. A. R. Posts that regarded this 
decoration as an insult, Gov, FORAKER of 
Ohio, a Republican and intense partisan, 
said, after the excitement began, that the 
sentiment of the inscription was one which 
he honored, as all good Republicans 
doubtless do in their cooler moments. No 
man who honors this sentiment should 
find offense in its being surmounted by a 
portrait of the President himself. 
But the banner was hung out by a Dem- 
ocratic newspaper, and some of the Re- 
publican G. A. R. Posts therefore saw in 
it an attempt to make them walk in pro- 
cession under the portrait of the man 
they regard as the next Democratic can- 
didate for President, or a purpose to taunt 
them with the fact that they are living 
under a Democratic ruler. So they turned 
aside from under the banner as they 
passed, or manifested their resentment at 
the alleged insult by trailing their flags, 
while other Posts behaved more sensibly 
and treated the banner asone in which 
there was no intended or implied insult 
for either Democrats or Republicans. 
From this Wheeling incident, the people 
of St. Louis, who are about to entertain 
the G. A. R. and afterward the President 
as guests may derive some timely sugges- 
tions in regard to public and private dec- 
orations. In an assembly of 100,000G. A. 
R. veterans, there willbe many good men 
whose partisan prejudices are intense and 
super-sensitive. True hospitality requires 
that the entertainer shall take note of 
these personal foibles and carefully avoid 
anything that can offend them. On proper 
occasions every citizen can hang out his 
political flag, but when a Democratic city 
in a Democratic State is entertaining the 
G. A. R. Posts as invited guests, knowing 
the strong Republican feeling that ani- 
mates many of them, no public or private 
decoration should be such asto challenge 
or ruffle that feeling in any way.

If the acts of a provincial Legislature, passed 
for purely provincial purposes, may thus be 
disallowed the autonomy of the provinces is a 
meresham and delusion. It would be better 
that the provincial Governments and Legislat- 
ures were abolished at once than that they 
should thus hold and exercise their powers on 
sufferance and be so completely dependent on 
the will ofthe man who happens to have a 
majority in the Dominion Parliament. 
No one can suppose that the representatives 
of Quebec meant to place their province in 
such a position that its Legislature would be 
permitted to pass only such acts as the major- 
ity from the other provinces might 
approve of through the Federal Pre- 
mier. * The abolition or the 
restriction of this power of disaliowance is 
absolutely necessary to the maintenance of 
our Federal system.

Make Special Rates—An $18,000 Trotting 
Meeting and the Week’s Sport—Other In- 

‘ teresting Matters and Details About the 
Coming Twenty-Seventh Fair. 


On October 8 next the great St. Louis Fair 
Will throw open its gates to the public for the 
twenty-seventh time. This means that the in- 
stitution is now In ite twenty-eighth year, and 
as it grows in age it grows healthier, larger, 
statelier and richer. The outlook for the Fair 
this year is the brightest in its history. Not 
thatthe Fairs of other years have not been 
bright, but the brilliancy this year is pecull- 
arly intense, and nothing is a better indication 
of the prosperity of the enterprise than the 
books of the association. The situation is 
well summéd up in the following extract from 
the introduction to the annual catalogue: 
The reputation of the st. Louis Fair is in- 
ternational, and reste upon repeated successes 
in the past which are deserving of encomiums 


nected with or have witnessed them. Under 
an enterprising and energetic management 
the progress of this distinguished feature of 
St. Louis entertainment has been very rapid 
during the past few years. The lavish lb- 
erality displayed inthe many improvements 
upon the beautiful grounds of the association 


are deserving of the highest praise and com- 
mendation. The new features which will be 
introduced this year cannot but prove im- 
mensely popular.’’ 

The grounds have been thoroughly over- 
hauled, repaired and cieaned; the buildings 
attached the various departments have 
been furnished up, and everything will be 
bright and new for the annual display. 

THE MECHANICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The exhibitions inthe mechanical depart- 
ment promise to eclipse anything ever seen in 
the same department. The hall will be thor- 
— * renovated and repaired and decorated 
with bunting. Many new lines of goods will 
be displayed, and some of e larger 
exhibits will be gorgeous. A new 
feature in the mechanical department will be 
displays by four leading photograph- 
ers, occu ying twenty-fiVe feet each. 
There will also be displays of fancy 
pottery wares, lithographical work, an 
numerous small exhibitions will fill in the 
more limited spaces. 

A BIG FRUIT DISPLAY. 

One of the principal attractions at the Fair 
this season will be the mammoth display of 
California horticultural products made by the 
South California fruit exhibit. This exhibit 
will — no leas than two aisles of the Hor- 
ticulturail building, and will take up no less 
than 280 feet of the space in that department. 
Commissioner Charles A. Dexter of the exhibit 
writes that the gentlemen connected with it 
will not do the thing by halves, but will con- 
duct iton awholesale plan. A new display 
will be made every day, and the fruits will be 
80 arranged that the visitors to the hall may 
help themselves to the luscious productions 
of the slope and test their qualities 
in an eminently practical manner, Five 
car loads of fruit will be shipped on from 
California and will be used in the exhibit, the 
stacks being rebuilt every night so that some- 
thing entirely new will be presented every 
day. The designs of the racks upon which the 
fruits will be placed are various and there will 
be immense arches made up of pears, grapes, 
etc., and animals with wooden frame-work la- 
den down with the sweet, ripe products of the 
Golden State. Commissioner Dexter says that 
the display which the commission will make 
at the Fair this year will far surpass that made 
by them at the Centennial at New Orieans. 
The California exhibitors will decorate the 
building at their own expense in a truly mag- 
nificent manner. 7 
THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

This department will — some specially 
interesting features. There has been a big 
demand for room in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, and though the ground laid apart for 
this purpose covers something like three 
acres, there is not nowafootto spare, as the 
applications for space have been coming ina 
wavy 
o give some idea of the preparations in this 
section of the Fair it may be stated that no 
less than twenty-four exhibitors will show 
their machines in as many private buildin 
erected at their own expense on the field. Mr. 
+ Ben? of 14 Wis., is nyt —— a 
ullding for the express purpose of exhibi 
his agricultural implements. 1 
STOCK AND CATTLE. 
No less fine a showing will be made in the 
stock department. e exhibitor alone, Mr. 
M. D. Elwood of DeKalb, III., has ordered 
fifty-six stalls for the purpose of ex- 
hibiting specimens of that fine breed of 
horse, the Percheron, and judging from 
the applications alread in, the will 
be at least 150 horses of this breed on ex- 
hibition, besides, of course, many others. In 
the stock department the premiums have 
heretofore aggregated $9,000, bat the addition 
this year of $2,000 to this has brought out new 
aspirants. There are nine classes of cattle to 
win premiums and seventy-five stalis have al- 
ready been taken. The exhibition of sheep 
and swine will also be of interest, and the ap- 
plications are numerous fer space in this de- 


partment. 
OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 
The exhibitions in the textile department will 
be, as usual, of rare interest and merit and 
applications in this department, too, have 
been up to the average. Ladies desiring to 
show their handiwork are requested to apply 
as soon as Convenient as delay is generally the 
cause of much trouble and sometimes con 
fusion. The space in the grocers’ swhdries 
building is nearly all filled. In this depart- 
ment the California Fruit Exhibit have 
engaged (fifty-six feet for the -pur- 
pose of displaying special kinds 
of California grapes, together with the pro- 
cess by which the wine is made. In this de- 
partment, also, a feature will be a beer 
exhibit in the middle of the building consist- 
ing of a mounted table, around which a 
number of soldiers will be busy drinking beer. 
The total premiums will “wrezate about 
70,000, of which $18,000 will be given in the 
trotting events at the racetrack; of which 
more hereafter. 
SPECIAL RAILROAD RATES. 

Secretary Uhl is in receipt of a letter from 
the headquarters of the estern Passenger 
Agents’ Association at Chicago in which the 
information is given that twenty-seven rail- 
roads in the Association have agreed to make 
a special rate of one-half fare for the an- 
nuai Fair. Th will amount to a round-trip 


ticket for the regular one fare 
between St uls and the point 
from which the rate 18 made. 


The addition of these twenty-seven roads now 
makes a total of over forty railroads which 
will make special rates for the Falr. The in- 
fiux of strangers into the city promises to be 
greater than it has yet been. An idea of the 
extent of the attendance expected may be 
gained when it is stated that the Secretary, 
within the past week alone, has distributed 
over 20,000 catalogues. 
THE TROTTING MEETING. 

The trotting purses for the fall meeting, 
which will take place at the race-track in the 
Fair Grounds during Fair week, will amount 
to $18,000 as stated before, and most of the 
noted trotting cracks in the country are ex- 
pected to attend. Theentries in the regular 
tall stakes are 50 per cent. larger than they 
were last year. Among the historical sires 
whose produce will ~_ od at the trotting 
meeting are Electioneer, Victor, Von Bismarck 
Nutwood, Don Cossack, Piedmont, Onw 
and a number of others. The meeting will 
extend over the six days of the Fair and there 
will be two good races at the track every day. 
Wednesday the big free-for-all pace will 
decided, and this regarded as one of the 
most interesting events of the meeting. 
Hardly less, indeed, Will be the big free-for- 
all trot to be trotted Thursday. The pace is 
for a purse of $2,000 and the trot for a purse of 


500. 

ThetFair will open on October 8 and will run 
until the 8th inciusivée. As — — the first oy. 
being Monday, will be the children’s day. No 
expense has n spared to make the Fair this 
year a big success and the efforts of the man- 
agement in this direction have been amply re- 
warded.

Thia is in 
accordance with instructions from the Presi- 
dent, through Acting Secretary of the Interior 
Muldrow, as a result ot Gov. Adams’ suggestion. 
Army officers express the belief thet no 
trouble will be rienced in inducing the 
Indians to return their reservation f. the 
conference between Gen. Crook and Gov. 
Adams results in a suspension of the attempt 
by the State authorities to enforce civil pro- 
cess against the Indians. Gen. Crook has 
been authorized to take with him interpreters 
and other persons who may be influential 
with the Indians in order that he may treat 
directly with Colorow after the conference 
with Gov. Adams.

THE PAUPER PENSION BILL. 


Nearly All the Connecticut G. A. R. Posts 
Vote in Favor of It. 


HARTFORD, Conn., August 27.—John H. 
Thacher of this city, Assistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of the Grand Army in the State, has re- 
ceived returns from forty-six of the sixty- 
seven Grand Army Posts in Connecticut, 
giving the vote in each organization concern- 
ing the new pension bill, which is advocated 
by the National Encampment, being practical- 


identical with the bill that was vetoed by 

esident Cleveland last spring. Only one 
Post—M. A. Tainter of olchester—voted 
against the proposed bill. In that Post the 
vote stood 5to 18. Inciuding the eighteen 
adverse votes in the Colchester Post, the total 
vote in opposition to the forty-six Posts, is 
forty-three, there being only twenty-five 
— votes recorded in forty-five Posts. 
Thirty-six Posts have voted unanimously in 
favor of the measure. Among the number 
are Nathaniel Lyon and Robert O. Tyler Posts 
of Hartford; Admiral Foote, Henry C. Mer- 
win and Gen. Von Steinwehr of New Haven; 
Elias Howe, Jr., of Bridgeport; Sedgwick of 
Norwich; Meriam of Meriden; Wadhams of 
Waterbury; Stanley of New Britain, and 
Buckingham Post of Norwalk. Mansfield Post 
ot Middletown, has not reported. E. D. 
Pickett Post of Ridgefield, of which Cov. 
Lounsbury is a member, also voted unani- 
mously for the bill advised by the National 
Department. The Posts which have not voted 
are, with the exception ofthe Mansfield Post, 
in the country towns. It is calculated that 
there are 10,000 veteran soldiers livin in the 
State. Ofthat number upward of F 000 are 
members of Grand Army Posts. The State De- 
partment placed itselfon recordin February 
as favoring the pension act vetoed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. So far as organized action 
can be taken, the veterans of the State will be 
on the side of the new pension measure.

NRW YORK, August 27.—Among the passen- 
gers on the steamer Adriatic from Liverpool, 
which arrived here to-day, is His Highness, 
the Thakore Sahib of Limari, K. C. I. E., 
traveling incognito as Sir Jawatsinglijee, K. C.

CAPT. BENT DEAD. 


DEMISE OF A WELI-KNOWN CITIZEN OF ST. 
LOUIS. 


. After a Lingering Illness He Passes Quietly 
Away at Shelter Island, L. I.—End of a 
Busy Life—The Remains to Be Taken to 
Louisville for Interment—Sketch of Capt. 
Bent’s Life—His Business Connections— 
family History. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIsPaTcH. 
MANHANSETT HOUSE, SHELTER ISLAND, L. -I. 
August 27.—Capt. Silas Bent of St. Louis died 
at 11:20 last night at the family cottage at- 
tached to the Manhansett House, Shelter Isl- 
and. His death had been expected for several 
weeks and the members of the family were as- 
sembled from St. Louis, Louisville and New 


York. It was thought at one 
time, however, that he would have 
been able to de removed to his 


home in St. Louis and early in the Week there 
were rallying signs, leading the familg to 
hope that he miget be strong enough to travel. 
On Thursday, however, he suffered a relapse 
and his condition became so alarming that 
Dr. Skinner of Greenport, who has been in 
attendance, remained on the island and the 
family were prepared for the worst. 

Capt. Bent and family arrived at Manhansett 
from St. Louis the latter part of June. He was 
suffering from valvular heart disease with 
edema of the lungs, and at the same time his 
sufferings were intense. He had not been able 
to leave his room for the last two weeks. Dr. 
Fowler of New York was called in consultation 
and he pronounced Capt. Bent’s death only a 
question of time. At the hour of his 
death he was unconscious. The remains 
were placed in a metallic casket. 
They will be taken across the bay for ship- 
ment by the Long Island Railroad to New 


York this evening. The following members of 
the family will 1— — the remains: Mrs. 
Silas Bent and daughters, Mr. Williamson 
Bacon and family of New York, Mr. and Mrs. 
P. Wooleridge of Louisville, Ky., and Mr. and 
Mrs. C. F. Johnson of Louisville. The family 
will remain in New York this evening and take 
the early morning express for Louisville, ar- 
riving there Monday morning. , 
THE FUNERAL 

will take place on Tuesday. The interment 
willbe at the Tyler family lot at Cave Hill 


Cemetery at Louisville. 
The sad event has cast quite a gloom over 
the island, and the flags at the Manhansett 


House and onthe yachts in the Bay are at 
half-mast. There are several St. Louis fam- 
ilies sojourning at the Manhansett. All social 
features have been suspended in respect to 
Capt. Bent’s memory. Expressions of sin- 
ceresympathy are heard on all sides. Oapt. 
Bent, untila few weeks ago, had been able to 
walk to the hotel and about the ounds. He 
was cheerful and hopeful to the last. He 
was in his 67th: year. e leaves a widow and 
two grown daughters. He lost two sons. 
He married Miss Ann E. Tyler, daughter of 
the late Robert Tyler of Louisville. He was 
born in Missouri, and graduated atthe Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. He was very prom- 
inentin Perry’s Japanese expedition of 1854 
and in the Mediterranean in 1 and 1859 with 
the squadron under Capt. Baron. There were 
many remarkable features in connection with 
his naval career.

He 
was a leading member of the Episcopal Church 
in St. Louis, and directed the financial affairs 
of Christ Church. He also managed the large 
Tyler estate in St. Louis. 


The News in St. Louis. 


The news of Capt. Bent’s death was received 
with regret in St. Louis. It was not entirely 
unexpected. Early in August the PostT-D1s- 
PATCH published a paragraph stating that

At that time he telegraphed to St. Louis to 
ascertain whether Dr. Goodman, his family 
physician, was in the East, but Dr. Goodman 
was still in St. Louis, andsoa New York phy- 
sician was Called in to attend him. 
HIS LIFE. 

Capt. Silas Bent was the youngest son of 
Judge Silas Bent of St. Louis. His father was 
the first Judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
for the District of St. Louis. As Presiding 
Judge of the St. Louis Court he signed the 
rettown charter. He was Supreme Judge of 
he Territory until the admission of Missouri. 
Then he was appointed Clerk of the St. Louis 
County Court,a position he held until his 
death, tn November, 1827, at the e of 
8. Judge Bent had anumber of children. 
The third, John Bent, was born in 1808. He 
was a prominent member of the bar and was 
at one time a member of the Legislature. He 
died in 1845. Charles Bent was made Governor 
of New Mexico, and was murdered in the 
Mexican outbreak at Taos in 1847. Charles 
Bent and some of his younger brothers were 
among the bravest of the mountain men who 
foughtthe Indians. They established a chain of 
Indian trading posts on the plains.

He was the owner 
of a one-tenth interest in the 
Murphy mine, for which he was 
trustee. He owned stock in the St. Louis 
Transfer Company tothe value of $25,000 and 
stock in the Sectional Dock Company of about 
the same value. He was aiso a large owner of 
real estate in the southern part of the city, 
near the Arsenal.

JOHN RUSKIN IS INSANE. 


TER OF ENGLISH PROSE A WRECK. 


How His Mania Is Showa—Living in Retire- 
ment in His Lake Country Home—Poverty 
That His Liberality Has Caused—The 
Wonderful Paintings Adorning His 
Home. 


From the New York Sun. 

LONDON, August 24.—For some time past it 
has been whispered in London that the real 
cause of John Ruskin’s inability at intervals 
to prosecute his literary labors is a breaking 
down of his mental powers, and that the ac- 
counts of ill-defined illness which are circu- 
lated concerning him cover whatare in reality 
more or less protracted periods of virtual in- 
sanity. A careful investigation of the matter 
which I have caused to be made for The Sun, 
and of which the result is given below, con- 
firms but too fully the sad rumor. 

Every one knows something of the life of 
Ruskin, so long a prominent figure as a writer 
and critic. His father was a wine merchant, 
who enriched himself by enormous and profit- 
able dealings in sherry, and left to bis sona 
fortune of £7,000 a year, which was consider- 
ably increased on the death of Ruskin’s 
mother. Of all thatinherited wealth abso- 
lutely nothing remains. Its disappearance is 
due: to Ruskin’s passion for rare and costly 
paintings, books, and in fact for nearly every- 
thing that is beautiful and expensive, and to 
his utter indifference to money. He travels in 
most luxurious style, having foy a long time 
past absolutely declined to travel by railroad 
or steamboat when it can possibly be avoided, 
and going about from place to place in his 
private first carriage. 

HIS LIBERALITY, 
too, is unbounded, and for years he has sup- 
ported a list of pensioners—broken-down art- 
ists, writers, etc,, whose multitude might 
frighten the purse of a Duke. Even now he 
refuses to acknowledge the fact that he is rel- 
atively poor, and the friends who look after 
his financial interests have endless difii- 
culty in inducing him to diminish the generous 


outpour of his money. He lives now upon the 
rofits derived from his books, amounting to 
rom £2,000 to £8,000 yearly. Even with such an 
income his liberality has led him to such straits 
that he has consented tothe publication of a 
cheap edition of his works, which heretofore 
he would never sanction. 

Fortunately he possesses in his paintings an 
almost inexhaustible supply of wealth. Now 
and again a picture disappears from his walls 
and its whereabouts remains a mystery to all 
except the London art dealer Christy, who is 
Ruskin’s great friend, until it commences to 
be talked of as being in the possession of some 
less apprecitaive but wealthier owner. Such 
sales, however, are invariab!l financially 
highly advantageous to Mr. Ruskin. His 
knowledge of art causes him to possess only 
articles of the highest value, and that vaiue is 
greatly increased by the knowledge that the 
articleis from the collection of the great 
Ruskin. 

Some years ago he purchased from his friend 
Christy a very small Meissonier for 500 guin- 
eas. It was sold on Mr. Ruskin’s behalf a year 
or two since for 7,000 guineas—the highest 
price, it was said, ever paid fora picture ofthe 
same size. Each disposition of a picture is 
followed by a sudden burst of affluence which 
is only temporary. 5 

THE COUNTRY HOUSE 

in which Mr. Ruskin lives is Brantwood, beau- 
tfully anti romantically, but unhealthfully 
situated at the base of a hill into which it is, in 
fact, 1 built. It is densely surrounded 
by trees and shrubbery, and is near the edge 

ee Lake in the beautiful English lake 
region. 

A superstition among the ignorant neighbors 
declares that the curse of insanity is sure to 
fail upon the proprietors of Brantwood. This 
is based no doubt upon the fact that an artist 
named Lynton, its former proprietor, went 
mad and died there. 

The — beauty of Brantwood, however, 
isin the interior of the house, which is but 
rarely seen by the bands of tourists, stricken 
with what is known as Ruskinmania, who 

rowl about the exterior 8 plucking the 
owers which have been uched b ohn 
Ruskin and anxious to walk where R in has 
walked. 

It is impossible to describe within reason- 
able limits the house in which Ruskin has 
lived, and in which his trouble has come upon 
him. It issimply an inexhaustible museum 
of artistic treasures. Cases of rare books and: 
beautiful paintings coverevery wall. Turn- 
er’s works of course predominate, Mr. Rus- 
kin’s bedroom being entirely hung with them. 
Chief among art treasures is perhaps 
Titian’s Doge ot Venice,’’ which 
hangs over the mantie in the dining- 
room, facing the portraits of Ruskin’s 
father, the old wine merchant, and that of his 
mother, in a favorite study. He has several 
rooms fitted up for writing. In one Is a por- 
trait by Raphael of himself, and on a table are 
two quaint inkstands, one of which was 
— used by Galileo and the other by 
Petrarch. Mr. Ruskin takes ink from them 
alternately, but has a decided preference for 
that which furnished inky immortality to the 
mathematical inspirations of Galileo, so differ - 
ent from Ruskin’s own. 
FOR A LONG TIME 
Ruskin has suffered from the peculiar trouble 
which has caused him much speculation, and 
during that time his almost constant nurse and 
companion has been his cousin, Mrs. Arthur 
Severn, who has devoted herself to him with 
reat unselfishness since the divorce in which 
fis unhappy m age culminated. Mrs. Sev- 
ern’s influen over her eminent cousin 
was greater than that of any other 
reson, and so great is his esteem for 
Ser that he has made over to her his house and 
all its treasures, to become hers at his death. 
Inthe deed to Mrs. Severn Mr. Ruskin de- 
prives himself of the power to revoke his gift

It is hardly likely that the clubs of 
that organization would attempt such a thing, 
however, unless perhaps Detroit, with the 
wealthy and energetic young Fred Stearns at 
its back, should, upon the refusal of the 
League to restore the oo e system of 
receipts, join forces with Von der Ahe and 
declare war between the two big organiza- 
tions. No intimation, however, has yet been 
heard of such a thing.
